Of the Canned Goods Situation. Market Reports. 
Conditions and Changes. Outlook. 


Waiting, slightly more emphasized than heretofore, is the 
condition of the canned goods market as we write, and there is 
nothing else to be said of it. If there is a harder lot than that 
of the canned goods writers at present in trying to find some- 
thing interesting in the market, we are not aware of it and these 
writers would not admit it, anyway. 

Statistics might be offered ad libitum on any products you 
care to mention, or the packs of any lines might be presented 
to the public in thé view obtained by inverting the telescope, 
but buyers would be no more disturbed by the occurrence than 
if it had never happened. This week is the lull before the 
storm, in the opinion of many, and in no way is it possible to 
interest anyone, beyond the small driblets of orders forced 
through the jobbers’ hides by stern necessity. If they were not 
absolutely compelled to come into the market for a few goods 
to keep their customers supplied with their small wants, well, 
probably the whole clique would go gunning or fishing—or 
maybe to sleep. The reason for this condition may be found as 
general atmospheric disturbances are found, in a ‘‘ high,’’ exist- 
ing throughout the country, due to a superfluous amount of 
hot air, emanating from the political spellbinders, now local in 
every section. 

Relief is promised by the morning of the 4th, when this 
oppression will pass off into ‘‘innocuous dessuitude,’’ and with 
it at least half of the agitators, and the country will again be 
enabled to draw its own breath. Inthe meantime what is the 
use of talking canned goods? If Gabriel took his horn and 
tried to drown the thunder of the tempest, now at its height, he 
would undoubtedly fail. 

It is consoling, however, to know that the end is in sight, 
and that within a few days business ‘‘ will be able to hear its 
own ears,’’ and some attention from it may then be expected. 

There has positively not been a thing of even passing 
moment transpired in the canned goods world during the week, 
neither in the East nor the West, nor the North nor the South.

Canned speeches have had all the call and have ruled steady, 
with very large demand. There are very poor indications, 
however, even for this class of canned products, as statistics 
conclusively show that there will bea very heavy oversupply 
shortly after the turn of the month; and we may count as cer- 
tain that there will be numerous rejections on all sides at this 
time. There should then be found in these speeches much 
work for the pure-food inspectors, because the makers of these 
speeches will admit that they were not as represented, that they 
were misleading and purposely misbranded. In thissame respect: 
If the Republicans are put into a pickle by Bryan, then it will 
be claimed that the raw product being composed of corrupted 
trusts and tainted money-getters, the finished article is subject 
to confiscation by the Government under the Pure Food Law; 
and the Republicans will even add to this that the Bryan is not 


good. No need to add that to such a ‘‘compound’’ the serial | 


number 23 will be given. 

Seriously speaking, the Pure Food Law received the hearty 
support of the United States Circuit Court in this city this 
week, in the case of the United States vs. 50 Barrels of Whisky, 
which case was tried last week here and finished Monday with a 
verdict for the Government. The case was bitterly fought by 
the defendants, but the jury brought in the verdict on all 
points after but a brief deliberation. It was a case of misbrand- 
ing, in brief, as follows: The whisky was made in New 
Orleans, La., from what is known as ‘‘ black strap’’ molasses, 
and was branded Bourbon Whisky. The makers contended 
that the liquor showed chemically the same properties as Ken- 
tucky Bourbon Whisky, which is distilled from a grain mash, 
in which corn forms the greater part. The Government, how- 
ever, showed by expert witnesses of all kinds that Bourbon 
Whisky is made from a grain mash, as above mentioned; that it 
is made in Kentucky, and that the distillation from molasses is 
rum, and not whisky, and that, therefore, this Louisiana mo- 
lasses Bourbon was misbranded in all three ways, and the jury 
agreed with it. A shipment of this Louisiana preduct was 
made to Baltimore last November and seized here by the Govern- 
ment under the Pure Food Law, and the case resulted from it. 


The Government has been successful in all its suits so far 
instituted against the whisky productions; and as these were 
looked upon as most likely to overthrow the Law if anything 
could, there seems to be very good reason to believe that the 
Law is there to stay; and this is of interest to the canned goods 
packers, as it is to all food or drug manufacturers. These 
cases all go to show the activity on the part of the officials hav- 
ing the enforcement of the Law, and give the lie to some par- 
ties who tried to create the impression that the Law is inactive; 
that there was nothing but discord in the department having 
its enforcement; and, at the same time, they stand as a warning 
to all canners and others connected with the business that great 
care must be exercised to see that the Law is complied with in 
all respects. 

The few changes in market prices are without special sig- 
nificance; berries have distinguished themselves by advancing 
about 5c.; corn has been shaded in some instances; tomatoes 
are quoted from 70c. to 75c.; peas are inactive, as are also 
peaches, pears and other lines. 

Now that the season is closed, the independent canmakers 
have reduced prices on cans somewhat. Other than this, noth- 
ing; and these changes are local and smaller than they seem. 


Boise City, Idaho.—The King Hill Canning Company, re- 


cently organized by President Hammett, will begin the erection 


early in the spring of a commodious building at King Hill on 
grounds conveniently located with reference to sidetracks and 
shipping conveniences. ‘The best up-to-date machinery for can- 
ning peas, tomatoes, squash and strawberries will be installed. 


| Y ork Market 


Peported by Special Correspondent. Market Conditions, 
Changes and Outlook. 


NEw York, October 28 —Canned goods have not changed 
much during the week just passed. Sales of practically all 
leading varieties have been made in about the usual volume, 
but the tendency has been generally downward and no present 
indication points to any material change from this situation. 
Buyers are not purchasing any considerable lots, nor are they 
inquiring for goods which may be wanted in the future. On 
the contrary considerable apathy exists regarding the purchas- 
ing of stocks and the market is, therefore, in a more or less 
quiet condition, the exact result depending upon conditions ex- 
isting with the buyer. It may be said, perhaps, that trade is 
no worse On the other hand it could be said with much em- 
phasis that it could be better. Under these circumstances the 
outlook is not essentially different from what has been reported 
hitherto and the market waits upon the pleasure of buyers. 


Pumpkin.—A little more demand is noted for pumpkin and 
squash with reasonably good orders placed upon the basis of 
$2.15 for gallons and 7oc. to 75c. for No. 3 pumpkin. Buyers 
have increased their purchases creating a slightly firmer feeling 
on squash, though on a firm offer for a considerable quantity 
the same price as pumpkin will buy. No. 3 Southern packed 
pumpkin is quoted freely at 6oc. f. 0. b. factory. No. 3 squash 
is quoted at 75c. regular terms f. 0. b. factory. Demand seems 
likely to increase, temporarily, at least, and sales will probably 
continue at substantially the same level of prices. 

Sweet potatoes.—A better demand has developed for new 
pack sweet potatoes with 3s quoted at 82'%c. to 85c. here. A 
bid for 80c. delivered was refused on a lot comprising 200 cases. 
Increased demand has made of sweet potatoes an important line 
in vegetables during the past year or two. 

Spinach.—A shade more demand is reported for spinach 
with No. 2 quoted at 65c. and No. 3s at 80c., with gallons held 
at $2.75. Buying for local account is on a small scale, but ap- 
pears to be increasing. 

Tomatoes.—The market remains easy on all grades and 
buyers show a good deal of indifference. Plenty of stock can 
be bought at 7oc. regular terms f. 0. b. factory for full standard 
Maryland 3s. No disposition is shown by local jobbers to take 
hold in a large way, and this attitude seems to be shared by 
others elsewhere. It is the opinion, however, of those’in posi- 
tion to know that the stock of strictly full standard 3s available 
at 7oc. is relatively light. This is strengthened by the fact that 
up to the present the quality of stock offered has not been ac- 
ceptable to buyers excepting in rare instances. Gallons are 
dull and weak with trading extremely limited. Only a limited 
demand is noted for No. 2s. New Jersey tomatoes are quiet, 
with demand confined to the smallest possible lots. ‘The move- 
ment for the canned goods exchange, which was begun because 
of the numerous rejections of tomatoes, continues, and probably 
the exchange will be organized, but too late to be of any value 
in caring for this season’s pack. It is said now that the dried 
fruit association will also admit canned gocds dealers to mem- 
bership. Perhaps this will take the place of the projected ex- 
change, though it would be better to proceed with the organi- 
zation of the exchange as originally intended. 

Corn.—The market is rather dull, but the views of sellers 
are on a fairly steady basis. State packers are offering a little 
surplus over contract deliveries at the range noted elsewhere. 
Apparently no pressure to sell has developed recently. Buyers 
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are somewhat indifferent and movement is, therefore, somewhat 
light. 
Asparagus—Tke business is rather dull and quotations are 


nominal. Conditions are substantially the same as last reported. . 


Fruits.—Spot apricots and peaches, California paek, are a 
little firmer on fine grades in sympathy with stronger advices 
received from the Coast. Low grades in both varieties are 
freely offered and the market here is easy for shipment from the 
Coast. Soutbern peaches are offered with considerable freedom. 
A little demand has developed for seconds in both yellows and 
whites in No. 2s and No. 3s. Gallon pies are dull, but sellers 
are firm on peeled stock. 

Apples.—The market is firm on gallons, with State packing 
offered freely around $2.20, delivered here, on fancy. Not much 
buying is in progress, so far as can be discovered. 

Pineapples.—The market is dull and a good deal of stock is 
offered here which could be bought at shaded prices on a firm 
offer. Nearly all holders have some which they would like to 
sell to reduce what they have on hand. 

Berries.—Both strawberries and blueberries are quiet, though 
in the former a few sales were made at full prices during the 
week. 

Pears.—A shade more demand is reported, but business is 
still limited to actual requirements and trade is upon a low basis. 

Salmon.—Red Alaska talls are a little firmer for spot goods, 
though it is possible to buy some brands at $1.28% here. Some 
holders refuse to consider any proposition under $1.30, and 
others are asking even more. Medium red is a shade firmer. 
Bids of $1.22%4 have been refused on several lots here. Advices 
from the Coast are to the effect that packers are carrying exceed- 
ingly light stocks and the market is quoted nominal at $1.20 on 
red talls and $1.05 on medium red. A good local interest is 
noted in chinooks, with quotations from first hands entirely 
nominal because of light stocks. Sockeye shares in this general 
condition. Pink is steady, with no liberal movement noted in 
any quarter. 

Sardines.—Domestic goods are in jobbing demand, with 
holders firm on quarter-oils, though the market is better sup- 
plied. Three-quarter mustards are firmly held. Imported 
stocks are firm. 

Lobster.—The market is dull and trading is light. High 
prices effectually kill business. 

Clams.—The market is a shade more active here, though 
sales are still light. HupDsoNn.

SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE TO ‘‘ THE TRADE.”’ 


Cold Weather.—The boon prayed for has come, and the weather 
has changed from summer to winter. This change will no doubt have an 
effect upon the demand for canned goods, and consumers will get back 
their appetites. 

Futures all Delivered.—This has been a prompt season and future 
canned goods have been about all delivered. The sale of futures was of 
course small as has been explained in this column heretofore, but the sea- 
son, owing to dry and droughty weather everywhere nearly, has been 
forward several weeks. Then the movement of freight has been less con- 
gested than usual and shipments have made better time than for several 
years. 

Rejections Few.—Though prices on tomatoes have slumped 
heavily I have heard of but few rejections so far, though I have heard of 
many complaints as to quality. 

These complaints as to quality are right too, as the season seems to 
have developed a tendency to ripen tomatoes only on one side, and to turn 
most of that watery fiber we have heard so much about to pure water. 
Fortunately for shippers of poor goods however, the deliveries come in on 
a bare market, and both jobbers and retailers had to have tomatoes quickly. 

Now that the future orders are pretty well filled, however, and stocks 


replenished, look out for trouble on quality and rejections as buyers will 
have time to be more critical and particular. 

Canned Oysters Dead Dull.—It is evident that the canned 
oyster business is getting into that same condition of disrepute and apathy 
that it arrived at quite a number of years ago, and from which it was 
rescued by the Maryland law requiring that the weight be stamped on the 
cans. The packing season has again commenced, and jobbers who have 


stocks on hand find themselves pushed to the wall and losing money 
because packers want to unload their carry over. 


I understand that this market is not only heavily stocked, but that 
there are about one hundred thousand cases of 1907 pack of canned oysters 
here in public warehouse, and that they are being pressed upon the market. 

When it is considered that this isa poor market for canned oysters 
enough has been said. 

Salmon.—Red Alaska salmon is very strong statistically, and the 
Alaska Packers’ Association has sold out clean so it is reported. Outside 
packers still have some unsold, but have advanced price to $1.20 coast. 
Pink salmon seems to continue weak, and is quoted today at 65c. f. 0. b. 
Pacific Coast for No.1 tall, while offers are quoted at 2c. per dozen 
lower in Jarge blocks, say of 5,000 or more cases. The local market is dnll. 

Cohoes, which are of late packed, are just beginning to arrive, and the 
market is taking them rapidly on arrival. The Chicago market is quota- 
ble on salmon today about as follows f. 0. b. Chicago. 


No. 1 Flat ‘‘ Wed 1.60 


Canned Corn.—This article is dull and dragging. Wisconsin has 
packed some fine Country Gentleman grade of corn this season, but her 
pack of Crosby and Evergreen has turned out of very poor quality, being 
badly affected by the weather. 

Illin:-is and Iowa corn are showing good quality. The local market is 
nominal, 

Canned Tomatoes.—!ndiana deliveries are showing up very irregular 
as to color and fill, unusually so. ‘The packers of that State have probably 
done their utmost to maintain their grade this season but Fate and the 
weather has been against them. The market is active and hungry for 
everything of fair quality that can be had for 80 to 82%c. per dozen spot. 
The cheap standards bought on a basis of 7oc., East have not arrived yet to 
any extent and the market is depending for very cheap priced goods, upon 
goods that have been rejected and which are being resold at prices less than 
for standard quality. 

Canned Peas.—This article is ruling quite dull. Even the cheaper 
grades and qualities are now in fairly good supply and retailers seem to 
have supplied their. needs temporarily, at least. Prices are normal, or 
rather altogether special as to the lot of goods the price is applied to. 

Canned Apples.—This market is bare of 1907 pack of gallon 
apples. All the cheap lots of Michigan gallons that were going begging 
some time ago have been absorbed and either put into consumption or 
have gone into the hands of strong holders. 

The New York packers have advanced their prices to a basis of $2.40 
to $2.50 f. o. b. Chicago, and it is reported authentically that no gallon 
apples scarcely will be packed in Michigan. In the Southern Peninsula it 
is understood that no apples will be packed by Howard Thomas & Sons, 
Grand Rapids, Mich.; W. M. Trauer & Co., Hartford, Mich.; Treemont 
Canning Co., Treemont, Mich.; F. W. Traxler, Hartford, Mich.; C. H. 
Godfrey & Son, Benton Harbor, Mich., and a number of others. Of 
course, The Dunkley Company, which last year packed a heavy line of 
apples, is ‘‘ out of it.’ It appears that the apple crop is generally short, 
not only in Michigan, but elsewhere, except in the State of New York, 
and commission merchants and green fruit shippers are paying more for 
orchards than packers can afford to pay to be used in cans at present prices. 


-They say they did not propose to pack any apples unless the market 


showed a profit, and so far it has not, and none have been packed.

California Market. 


Market Conditions—Outlook on Spot and Future Goods—News 
Interests of the West. 


San FrRAncisco, CAL., Oct. 24, 1908. 

With the Alaska Packers’ Association now practically sold 
out of its entire pack, and almost all the independent packers 
reporting the same condition, the present season, as far as the 
distribution of the pack of Alaska red salmon is concerned, may 
be said to be at anend. There may be a few thousand cases of 
some brands still in first hands unsold, but other brands are 
oversold in some cases so that packers are all of the opinion that 
their output for this season is disposed of, and are not soliciting 
further orders. There might be a few odd lots placed on the 
market later on, but these will be so small as to cut no figure. 
There are still some grades of cheap salmon on the market, but 
as the pack of this class of fish this season was very limited, 
there will be no difficulty in disposing of all now on hand before 
the commencement of another season. According tothe opinion 
of Joseph Durney, of the Griffith-Durney Co., as well as others 
who have given the matter attention, it is quite likely that by 
the time another pack is ready for distribution, the supply of 
Alaska salmon will be completely cleaned up. It is not antici- 
pated however, that there will really be a scarcity of canned 
salmon, for the Columbia river and other coast fisheries will be 
able to supply considerable quantities from time to time, 
although, of course, a different class of fish. The success of 
the marketing of this season’s pack of Alaska Red salmon, the 
fair prices that have been received and the prospects of a ready 
market next season will doubtless encourage renewed activities 
in the canning line in the North next year, and already plans 
are being made to open canneries that were not operated this 
season. - The closeness of the money market last spring pre- 
vented many canneries from making the improvements that 
were needed in their plants, and the season’s. run was made with 
makeshift apparatus in many cases. It is confidently expected 

_that more improvement work will be done next spring at the 
canneries than in a long time, and machinery men are preparing 
to do a good business. 

E. B. Deming, of the Pacific & American Fisheries Co., 
states that just as soon as the present canning season is at an 
end the plant at Bellingham will be overhauled and a number of 
improvements made, the cost of these to exceed $50,000. One 
change of interest will be the erection of a balcony in the can- 
nery for the use of visitors, and in view of the fact that the 
Alaska-Yukon-Pacific Exposition will be held in Seattle next 
year, it is expected that great crowds will visit the place. As 
next season will be the busy one on the Sound, according to the 
four year cycle rule regulating the run of sockeye salmon, visi- 
tors to the cannery will witness some very interesting sights. 
This cannery is one of the largest of its kind in the country. 

Trouble has been brewing for the past month in the can- 
neries in and about San Jose over the retention of Japanese 
jaborers by the cannery owners to the almost total exclusion of 
white help. The women and girls are organizing their forces 
and expect by their attitude to force the owners of the canneries 
to cease employing Orientals in carrying on this important 
industry. The present ill feeling towards the Orientals was 
brought about by a row about a month ago at the Alviso can- 
nery, when all the female employees walked out in a body, 
refusing to work with the Japanese. They made a charge that 
the Japanese foreman of the cannery gave the Japanese the 
preference in the fruit cutting, and when a complaint was made 
they were treated in a discourteous manner. For several days 


only Japanese were employed at the cannery, but the women 
returned to work when the Orientals had been discharged. 
Many disturbances before and since this trouble has resulted in 
an organization of the women workers. A _ signed protest 
against the Japanese is'to be sent to all the canneries, and as the 
women are in much demand and their help almost indispensable 
to the operation of the plants, they feel that they hold the key 
to the situation. They are not asking for higher wages or any 
change of hours, or anything like that, but merely desire the 
removal of the Japanese. 

At a meeting held in Monterey recently, the Japanese Fish- 
ermen’s Association of that place decided upon the prices of 
salmon for the next year and contracts are now being signed by 
the packers operating there. ‘The price that the packers are to 
pay is 3 6 cents per pound which is a half cent higher than the 
present price. The fishermen will receive 3% cents for the 
catch and the one-tenth of acent a pound will be paid to the 
association. According to the contract 110 fishermen will turn 
their catch over to the Booth cannery and other fishermen who 
may come to these grounds will sell to the Pacific Fish Com- 
pany. Last season there were over 150 boats engaged in the 
fishing industry at this place and the bulk of their catch went 
to the canneries. 

The packing of tomatoes is going on steadily and it is 
stated that the rain that occurred last week did but very little 
damage as the weather cleared immediately after the storm. 
The only drawback now is the fact that the weather has turned 
cold and tomatoes are ripening very slowly in the districts 
around the Bay. The California Canneries Company has 
opened prices on the 1908 pack of tomatoes as follows: 2% lb. 
standards, 7734c.; 2% lb. solid pack, 8734c.; 3 lb. solid pack, 
97%4c.; gallon standard, $2.20; gallon solid pack, $2.50. The 
cannery of Hunt Bros. at Haywards is making a good sized 
pack as are all the canneries in this district. Many canneries 
in the Sacramento Valley that usually operated on this article 
have not done so this year on account of the condition of the 
market. Asa result the California pack will-not be as large as 
usual this season. 

Arthur Coats has resigned his position with the Armsby 
Preserve Company at Yuba City and his place as superintendent 
has been taken by Mr. Burns who has had charge of the ship- 
ping work. Mr. Coats will devote his entire attention to his 
orchard henceforth. 

J. F. Martin of the Code-Portwood Canning Company 
operating in the vicinity of Fruitvale has been visiting the 
vicinity of Auburn with a view of interesting people in the es- 
tablishment of a cannery there. 

The Pajaro Packing Company has commenced the packing 
of apples at its cannery at Watsonville. Just at present the 
market for canned apples is rather dull as the greatest market 
for this fruit is found in the mining and logging sections of the 
State and these interests are not very active at the present time. 
It is thought that conditions will improve, however, and as 
large a pack will be put up as usual.

Mr. R. D. Hume May Be Lost. 


R. D. Hume, the well-known cannery man, of San Francisco, was 
aboard the schooner Osprey, which is reported a wreck off Gold Beach, on 
the Oregon Coast. His brother, George W. Hume, of the G. W. Hume 
Co., is anxiously awaiting information concerning the disaster. 

The last report we have stated that the vessel left Marshfield, Oregon, 
on Sunday morning the 18th for Wedderburn, and reports received there 
contain the meagre information that she is lost. 

The Osprey had in tow the gasoline boat Enterprise, and there was 
only one captain for the two schooners. Nothing definite is obtainable as 
to the fate of Mr. Hume and others on board.

Conditions as Observed by Leading Grocer Journals of 


Various Sections and Their Comments. 


New York. 


Tomatoes are in better demand at Baltimore, the West having begun 
to buy more freely, but there is not much doing here, and the market is 
still unsettled. Everybody admits the shortness of the pack and also the 
extraordinary variation in qnality of supposed standards. Corn is quiet 
and unchanged. Peas show rather a better tone. Pumpkin and squash 
’ are held at former prices, buyers’ bids being refused. Peeches are easy, 
lemon clings of California 1907 packing being offered at low prices. 
California fruits generally are easy, except when of best grades. No. 10 
apples are firm, but demand is slow. Salmon is in very limited supply 
and, as the demand has grown somewhat better, the tone of the market 
has improved. Red Alaska salmon is expected to advance soon. Even 
pinks and chums are firmer, owing to an improvement in the demand from 
the South. Domestic sardines are doing better. Oysters are dull.— 
Mei chants’ Review. 


Philadelphia. 


Tomatoes are still weak, though the market shows no particular 
decline from last week. Rejections of goods sold as futures, however, 
have been very heavy, and some of these goods have been resold at 67%c. 
The pack is over and is not believed to be large. If the packers were not 
in such need of selling, the market would doubtless be firmer. The 
demand for tomatoes is light. Corn is unchanged in price throughout the 
line and in light demand. Peas are dull at ruling prices. Apples are 
stiffening, but the demand is not light. Most packers are now asking 
$2.25 to come forward. Old goods very scarce. Peaches are unchanged 
and in light demand. The small line of Baltimore canned goods show no 
change and light demand. California canned goods are in small, inter- . 
mittent demand at ruling prices.—Gyvocery World. 


Chicago. 


Prices*on canned tomatoes hold fairly steady, and packers are opposed 
to lowering their quotations. The pack this year is below the output last 


season, and this influences canners to expect prices to improve later on. 
Corn is firm. This article also was a short pack and canners believe an 
advance will come sooner or later. In consequence they are holding on to 
their goods. Peas have recently been in somewhat better demand. 
Prices are steady on the different grades. Reports are that pumpkin 
prices will average somewhat higher than a year ago. Regarding sar- 
dines, a report from the East says that the Maine Mercantile Company, 
controlling the larger portion of the sardine canning capacity, has deter- 
mined to give buyers no further reason to expect that lower prices than those 
now prevailing will be named. Some of the packers, the report continues, 
think that in view of the heavy shortage in this season’s domestic sardine 
pack to date, prices should be higher, but they have been overruled by the 
majority, and it has been determined to counteract erroneous impressions 
to give stability to the market by making a formal guaranty that prices 
will be maintained at their present level until February next at least. The 
present available supply of domestic sardines in packers’ hands is as- 
serted to be far below what might reasonably be expected, while the pack- 
ing season, according to present plans, will close on November 1, which 
isan unusually early date. The scarcity is most pronounced in three- 
quarter mustards for the reason that the fish have run to such small sizes 
during most of the season that it has been impossible for the packers to 
get enough large fish to bring the pack of three-quarter mustards up to 
anything like the quantity normally used by the distributing trade. The 
spot market on canned salmon is firm, and reports from the Pacific Coast 
indicate a firm feeling in that direction also. Imported sardines are firm 
on account of light pack this year. There are no changes to note in 
canned fruits.—Gyvocers’ Criterion, 


St. Louis. 


There are no important features in this commodity worthy of any ex- 
tended discussion. Corn shows no change from last week and is being 
offered from 85c. to goc. for standard and extra standard, respectively. A 
little ¢ ff-grade corn is being offered a shade under these prices. Tomatoes 
are closely following the market conditions of corn. There is nothing 
doing of any note. Offerings are the same as last quotation, gcc. to 95c., 
according to grade. Some seconds of Tennessee pack are being shown, 
the prices being somewhat lower than quoted above. Red Alaska salmon 
is very strong. Packers have practically cleaned up and there is very 
little in first hands. The trade would not be surprised if there was an ad- 
vance because of these facts. Pink and chum are not very strong, owing 
to carryover from last year. Water-canned California fruits are easy

Greenacres Canning Co. Reported Bankrupt. 


We are in receipt of the following from Spokane, Wash., relative to 
the reported failure of the above concern located at Greenacres, Wash. : 

In an action started by the Washington Trust Company, the court is 
asked to appoint a receiver for the Greenacres Canning Company. 

The debts of the company amount to about $12,000, and the entire 
value of the assets of every kind is said to be less than that amount. About 
the only property of the company, it is alleged, is a building and plant 
near Greenacres constructed for canning, but on account of the finances of 
the company it has been unable for a long time to operate the plant. 

There is owing to the plaintiff by the defendant, nearly $10,000, of 
which $2500 is represented by a promissory note executed in favor of the 
plaintiff, and about $7,000 in notes executed in favor of F. F. Myers, man- 
ager of the company, and assigned to the plaintiff. 

The notes carry an aggregate of $950 for attorney fees in case of suit 
for collection. The balance of the debt is owing on account to Myers for 
unpaid salary.

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


Vote for Bill ! 


That is unless you vote for Hisgen, Debs or Chafin. 


There are some jobbers mean enough to say that if the 
advocates of the pump among tomato canners were faithful, 
Chafin would get the majority. 


What a grand burst of eloquence there is all over the coun- 
try at this time. But to the foreigner, unaccustomed to the 
thing, the future must seem very blue, from the howls of com- 
ing disaster put up by each party in the event that its champion 
is not elected. 


Was ever there such another election, founded as this is, 
on the absence of answers to all questions? The Republicans 
ask loudly, what has Bryan ever done to make him a fit occu- 
pant of the presidential chair? And for answer the interested 
party can only guess, or take by inference, that Bryan has 
never had the chance to do anything, and therefore must not be 
condemned. 

On the other side the Democrats ask what will Taft do? 
Will he remove the panic, open the factories and give us back 
prosperity, and if so, how? 

And the answer can only be had by inference, that the 
worst of our troubles is over, that business will of itself mend, the 
factories be opened, and prosperity return. But answers are 
certainly not given; at least we have not heard them. 


We have heard a Republican spellbinder addressing a 
crowd, made up mostly of unemployed, tell them to vote. for 
Taft and continue our prosperity. Toa dispassionate onlooker 
the advice seemed to be received by the crowd as a joke. 

On the other hand we have heard well informed, brainy 
business men, who as orators called for a tariff that is practically 
free trade, and to secure it advised a vote for Bryan. Men who 
were in hearty sympathy with Bryan on other questions could 
not stand for free trade. 

So what is a poor man going to do? 

Our readers may think that we are trying to sit on both 
sides of the fence. But in truth we are ‘‘on the fence’’ when 
the important questions are considered from both sides. There 
are such good qualities in both of the candidates, and they both 
stand for some features which seem favorable to us; and yet 
both are so wanting in some other respects, that we cannot 
choose, and are not certain, and will not be until the ballot is 
in front of us. 


It has struck us that the two great parties have grown so 
much alike—just as husband and wife after years of joys and 
tribulations come to resemble each other even in appearances— 
that to make a distinction with a difference a new party is 
necessary. Not anew party with fanatical ideas or eutopean 
dreams, nor a branch of an old party, made up of malcontents 
lacking the manhood to espouse openly the other side because, 
perchance, their grandfathers voted one certain way; but a 
sane, sound body, having the best ideas of the two old parties, 
and the bad features of neither. 


There did seem to be a promised reawakening in all politics, 
one that would put business men in control of the Government 
to run it in a business-like way ; but the movement on the part 
of busy men in that direction seems to have been checked by 
the failure on the part of the public to give proper recognition 
to such effort. It has secured many good men to find that their 
honest efforts were construed with selfish acts by their political 
enemies, when they found the public sided with the enemy. 

Many good men have unselfishly sacrificed their ease and 
comfort in an honest effort to benefit the public, and have been 
guided in all their actions by pure motives—we do not mention 
names because some of our readers will disagree with us and 
take offense—and it is not the individual, but the principle that 
we are discussing—and yet they have left their terms amid the 
condemnation of an unappreciative public. And why? Because 
the professional politician pictured their every action to the 
public in a false light. And this discourages many from taking 
up the burden. 


We do not say there are not men of the highest type serv- 
ing the people; or that many more are not now offering their 
services. Right in the canned goods industry we have samples 
of those public spirited, unselfish business men devoting their 
energies to the good of the public, or offering to do so. 
B. M. Fernold, now governor of Maine, a leading canned goods 
packer, and L. A. Sears, who is running for Congress from 
Ohio, exemplify both these conditions ; but there are not enough 
such men in politics. We want more of them, and the more we 
have the better our government will be. 

But that does not satisfy you, if like ourselves, you want 
more light before casting your vote. The canned goods packers 
as a whole are too sound-sensed business men to vote other than 
for the best interests of the country. But when we meet leading 


canners on the one hand who are ardent supporters of Taft, and 
can see their full duty only in such a course; and then on the 
other hand meet just as prominent canners, and men just as able 
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to handle as momentous a subject, who as ardently advocate 
Bryan, how are we to choose? 

When the nominations were first made, nobody doubted 
that Mr. Taft would be elected. But since then sentiment has 
greatly changed, and no one will be surprised to see Mr. Bryan 
elected. The fact that President Roosevelt has sent his entire 
cabinet into the field to try to stem the tide and assure Mr. Taft 
his succession, lends greatly to this feeling, but it also serves to 
make thinking men pause and realize what a great fight is on, 
and to consider again what the cause can be. 

May the best man—best for the interests of the country— 
win, but whether winner or loser, there is no room for doubt 
that both men have made a wonderful fight, Bryan as the attack- 
ing general, gaining ground against what was considered an 
impregnable position: Taft defending himself and retaining his 
army in good formation against an unexpected vigorous attack, 
such as the country has never before witnessed. 

We are free to say that from Taft we do not expect any 
wonderful achievement towards a business revival, nor do we 
look for a depressing gloom on account of a Bryan victory. 
Either may happen, but neither Taft nor Bryan will be primarily 
responsible—matters must take their course, and will. So vote 
for Bill.

PRESERVED FOODS IN ENGLAND. 
Analyses of British and American Canned and Glassed Meats. 


The medical department of the local government board in Scotland has 
issued a report covering analyses made by an official inspector of British 
and American meat foods, packed in tins and glass, from which Consul 
Maxwell Blake, of Dunfermline, has taken the following statistics : 

The inquiry was occasioned by the results of an indiscriminate analysis 
about a year ago of the contents of 1,733 hermetically sealed tins and 
glasses, of which over 19 per cent were found to contain large quantities 
of chemical preservatives, such as baron compounds and sulphites. The 
conclusion was thus accepted that, aside from the danger to the health of 
the general public, arising from the consumption of these preservatives, 
there was some occasion for suspicion of the quality of the foods them- 
selves, from the fact that preservatives in foods hermetically sealed, a pro- 
cess which is alone sufficient for all purposes of sterilization, may not 
unlikely have been introduced to forestall an organic change prior to the 
canning of the foods, 

RESULT OF THE ANALYSES. 

The bulk of the articles selected for the analyses upon which the 
present official report is based were of British and American origin, as it 
appeared impossible to secure the products of Canada, Australia, or New 
Zealand, from the fact that articles proceeding from these sources on 
arrival in Great Britain are usually relabeled and often ‘‘transpotted,’’ and 
no intimation of the origin of the contents given to the purchaser. 

Proceeding to a review of the report, it is observed that of the 352 
samples of British origin submitted to chemical analysis, 156 were found to 
contain baron compounds and 12 preservative sulphites. Of boric acid the 
amount discovered in 11 of the British samples varied from 20 to 30 grains 
per pound, in 15 from 30 to 40 grains, andin § from 4o to 50 grains per 
pound. Nine samples contained the following quantities: 55, 56, 71.5, 
74.2, 91, I10, 114, 145.7, and 163.6 grains per pound, respectively. Thus 
jt will be seen that more than 40 per cent. of all the samples of British 
origin examined were found to contain boron compounds and sulphites in 
varying quantities. While only 352 British samples were analyzed, 575 
samples of American origin were submitted to the same tests, or 223 more 
than the number of British containers reported upon. Of these 575 Ameri- 
can samples analyzed, 47 were found to contain boron compounds” and 
37 preservative sulphites, in quantities varying from only ‘‘traces’’ to not

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more than 5 to 6 grains per pound. Thus, while only 15 per cent. of all 
American samples were found -to contain any preservatives whatsoever, 
where their use had been discovered, it was in surprisingly smaller 
amounts than in the British samples. 


CLAIMS OF BRITISH MANUFACTURERS REFUTED. 


When some of thé’ British manufacturers were confronted. with the 
foregoing facts, without attempting to contradict the justice of the findings 
they contended that while preservatives may have been chemically 
discernible in their products in quantities as indicated by the report, they 
disclaimed responsibility on the grounds that as many of the hams and 
gammons used by them for canning purposes were really of American 
origin, and as it is the custom of some manufacturing exporters to powder 
these articles with borax to prevent taint during transit, that they thus 
absorbed such quantities of that antiseptic during delivery as to account 
for its subsequent presence in the manufactured foods. 

The official report, however, in an addendum deals comprehensively 
with this very subject and offers official contradicticn there by stating that, 
while it undoubtedly is the practice of some shippers of American hams 
and gammons to sprinkle with boric acid, such articles can nct possibly 
absorb to exceed 8 or 10 grains per pound in this way, and as Anferican 
hams and bacon form only a minor percentage of the raw foods made up 
into manufactured meats and sold in containers under British labels, this 
disclaimer will be seen to be at irreconcilable variance with the evidence 
of the report. 

ENGLISH USE BORAX AND BISULPHITE. 

On the other hand, as regards hams and bacon of British origin, a 
large amount of which are converted inte prepared foods, no information 
whatsoever is procurable as to the extent to which preservatives are used 
in their cure, ‘‘although,’”’ in the language of the report, ‘‘repeated refer 
ence to the existence of this practice among manufacturers in the United 
Kingdom is to be found in the minutes of evidence accompanying this 
report’’’ 

Quoting further from this report, it is stated by the importer that ‘tone 
well-known English maker of canned and glassed packed meats informed 
me that he used only English and Irish hams and bacon of the best brand 
and notwithstanding statements by the curers who supplied them that 
boric acid was not used in their preparation, a large percentage of. these 
materials were found on analysis to contain boric preservatives.”’ 

The report further officially declares the existence of several bisulphite 
works, the products of which are disposed of to packers and butchers 


as a restorative of meat not ‘‘over fresh.’’ It is needless to say that these 
various antiseptics are often sold under attractive names, and not infre- 
quently accompanied bythe guaranty that if used in accordance with 
directions they will entail no legai liabilities. 

It is very much to be hoped that the results of the thorough and 
impartial examination as reviewed will goa long way toward discrediting 
the rumors persistently circulated in this country and elsewhere by com- 
petitors against the purity of American meats. 


Giants Among Lobsters. 
New York Possesses the Biggest Specimens Known. 


From the New York Sun. 


A Wickford, (R.I.), lobsterman brought in early this month what is 
said to be the largest lobster ever seen in his village. It tipped the scales 
at 10 pounds and carried a crushing claw fit to pulverize stone with. Its 
disposition was as ugly as its appearance. 

Down at Wickford, where the lobster hatchery under the supervision 
of Dr, A. D. Mead, of Brown University, leads the world in research into 
the life history and habits of lobsters, there are records of much more not- 
able specimens than the Wickford man’s ten pounder. 

There are also fables. One of them is a lobster taken off the Main 
coast—where lobsters as well as stories really do grow large—whose right 
claw served a family for years as a water bucket. 

Probably that is not true. Another case which seems to deserve cred- 
ence, although the figures concerning it have no scientific standing, also 
comes from Maine. A fisherman took this lobster—probably a trawl, since 
no lobster pot would have been large enough to admit it—off Mohegan 
Island about nine years ago. From tip of tail to tip of claws it measured 
44inches. Its weight has not been recorded. It doubtless would have 
gone well above 20 pounds, 

Such a lobster might serve very well as the chief dish at a Thanksgiv- 
ing family dinner. The same rule applies to turkeys and lobsters—the 
greater the size the less the waste. 

The champion lobsters known to science may be seen at the American 
Museum of Natural.History in New York. They are two in number, and 
both came from Atlantic Highlands, N.J, in the spring of 1897, The 
larger tipped the scales at 34 pounds and the other at 31!

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From nose to end of tail the 34 pounder was 233/ inches long, and its 
crushing craw limb—the left, in this case—was 25 inches long. Making 
all allowances the length from tip of tail to tip of claw would test the 
capacity of a platter four feet long had the giant been broiled alive. 

The girth of this monster was 1934 inches and of the crushing claw 
20% inches. Its smaller claw attained in circumference the very respecta- 
ble measurement of 154 inches. 

This is scientific fact. If one cares to delve into tradition it is worth 
while to go further from home than Maine. Norway furnishes the cham- 
pion lobster story, which is handed down by the naturalist Boeck. The 
lobster he tells about lived in the Bay of Evien. It was so large and fierce 
that nobody dared to attack it, and hence the measurement of a fathom 
between the claws is more or less guesswork. The ancient Norwegians 
consoled themselves with the thought that it was probably to tough to 
make good eating anyway. 

Olaus Magnus was another credulous old fellow who died a long time 
ago. He lived long enough to include in his published works the story 
that between the Orkneys and Hebrides lived lobsters so large and active 
that they could catch and crush in their claws strong swimmers. " 

One drawback to complete confidence in this narrative is that lobsters 
which have attained great size in modern times are so incrusted with bar- 
nacles and other sea growth as seriously to impair their activity. Perhaps, 
though, with their other exceptional qualities the Hebrides lobsters had 
found a means of shedding incrustations. 

Investigators at the Wickford lobster hatchery have data regarding a 
round dozen giant lobsters, including the 44 inch specimen taken off Mo- 
hegan Island referred to above. Comparison of data has revealed thata 
very slight difference in the length of large lobsters may be accompanied 
by a great difference in the weight, although the greater number of 
recorded lobsters over 20 inches long remain very close to a certain average 
figure in weight. . 

It 1s also apparent that the increase in the weight cf a lobster above a 
certain length is chiefly the result of gain in the size of the claws. In other 
words, the claws grow out of proportion to the growth of the body. In 
support of this conclusion is cited the case of one lobster 1634 inches long 
which gained scarcely a millimeter in length at a moult. 

Moults are frequent in early life and diminish in frequency until when 
a lobster has attained great age—say twenty or twenty-five years—the 
moults may be some years apart. It is estimated that from ten to twelve 
moults covering a period of about five years are necessary to bring a lobster 


to maturity and the nine inches which constitutes legal length in Rhode 
Island. The restaurant patron, therefore, who grumbles at the size of his 
lobster should find some comfort in the remembrance that the process of 
development, at any rate, was not short. 

In nearly every case in which the sex has been recorded giant lobsters 
lave been males. This too may offer a crumb of comfort to the disgruntled, 
for the female is considered much finer eating by those who pretend 
to know. 

The places where these monsters were taken were widely separated, 
indicating that size is not dependent on latitude. The average lobster pot 
is too small at the intake to admit a specimen 20 inches big around the 
waist. The giants have almost without exception been taken accidentally 
on trawls or in trap nets. It is not impossible, therefore, that if a lobster- 
man equipped himself with the apparatus necessary for unusual size he 
might add to the records of giants. 


Turning the Atlantic Into Custard Pudding. 


The controversy between importers and the Government regarding the 
admittance of so-called egg-yolk came to an abrupt termination when 
Collector of Customs Fowler caused a large consignment of the merchan- 
dise to be dumped into the sea. 

For many years importations of egg-yolk were received at this port 
from China. The material had a wide use as a component in the produc- 
tion of custard pies, etc., bakers being large consumers. 

Dr. W. H. Wiley, of the Department of Agriculture, objected on the 
ground that it violated the Pure Food Law enacted by Congress because of 
an excessive amount of borax. 

Pending the outcome of the controvery the egg-yolk had been stored 
in a bonded warehouse. Recently the collector had decided to get rid of 
the material, and the New York Street Cleaning Department took 1,052 
cases of the stuff on one of the department scows out to sea and dumped 
it five miles beyond the Scotland Lightship.

A conference was held recently between a committee representing the 
canned goods buyers of New York City and theofficials of the New York Dried 
Fruit Association, with a view to reaching a basis on which the two ele- 
ments of trade may come into one strong organization. There were pres- 
ent: W.B. Timms, of Austin, Nichols & Co.; Arthur P. Williams, of 
R. C. Williams & Co.; T. S. Vallette, of F. H. Leggett & Co., and Sig. 
Seeman, of Seeman Bros. The officials of the Dried Fruit Association 
present were: President W. L. Juhring, W. A Fanning, W. A. Higgins, 
M. W. Houck, L. B. Parsons and H. Bartling. 

The general opinion seemed to prevail that the best ccurse to pursue 
was for the Dried Fruit Association to change its by-laws so as to permit 
the admission of canned goods men, changing the name accordingly, and 
then admit as many canned goods as desired. The arbitration plan of the 
Dried Fruit Association was especially favored. The canned gocds ccm- 
mittee took copies of the Dried Fruit Association constitution and will 
endeavor to submit a definite plan for carrying out the idea.
